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BOURBON MAN IS 

AMONG REFUGEES 



Mrs. M. R. Collier, of Millers- 
burg, this county, is in receipt 
of a letter from her son, Mr. 
Wm. Collier, mailed at Tara- 
pico, Mexico, in which he stat- 
ed that he had escaped injury 
in the several skirmishes 
which had taken place in that 
city, and is believed now to be 
among the refugees en route to 
Galveston, Texas. Mr. Collier 
stated that while in Tampico 
with a large number of refu- 
gees, he was confined in quar- 
ters in a hotel and for fear of 
losing his life would not ven- 
ture upon the streets. There 
were between six and eight 
hundred Americans taken from 
the city and placed aboard 
a battleship where they were 
held in quarantine a week be- 
fore they were transferred to 
a transport and the entire num- 
ber sent to Galveston. He fur- 
ther stated that may of the 
refugees who were compelled 
to flee were without money 
and clothing, and many of 
them who had been wealthy 
had their fortunes reduced to 
nothing by the war. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Collier many of the 
refugees upon landing in Gal- 
veston, would be requtesed to 
proceed to Washington to lay 
the distressing facts before 
the government with a view of 
securing reparation for the loss 
of property. Mr. Collier was 
a prosperous rancher and own- 
ed a large tract of land sev- 
eral miles from Tampico. In 
February a fierce battle was 
fought between the rebel and

Yeggmen, using the most modern 
methods of their craft, entered the 
office of Spears & Sons, on South 
Main street some time during the 
night Tuesday and after blowing the 
safe took from it about $60 in silver 
and one check. 

Entrance was gained through the 
front door of the office when the bur- 
glar broke one corner of the glass and 
unlocked the night lock. Nitroglycer- 
ine was used, and the work is believ- 
ed to have been done by erperts. 

After entering the building the rob- 
bers it is believed turned their atten- 
tion first to the large safe, the outer 
door of which was only fastened with 
the night lock and could be opened 
easily while the inner steel door was 
opened without much trouble. 

The burglars then encountered the 
strong box with the combination and 
of several inches in thickness, which 
was suspended from the top of the 
safe and supported by heavy steel 
bars. The front of the combination 
was soaped and a heavy charge of the 
explosive applied. 

The safe was almost completely 
wrecked by the explosion which 
broke the combination and hurled the

This is the Coghill farm, located in 
the Shaker Bend section of Jessamine 
county. The larger part of this tract 
was formerly a vast walnut forest, 
and a considerable quantity of the 
walnut timeber yet remains, the own; 
ers of the place cutting it only for do- 
mestic use. 

Thousands of dollars worth of this 
valuable timber has accordingly been 
cut in past years for this purpose, , 
and not only the tobacco barns and 
tenant houses have been constructed 
of rich black walnut, which if sent to 
the furniture factories of the North 
would have yielded the owners of the 
place a handsome fortune. There is 
perhaps not another farm in Ken- 
tucky on which so much valuable tim- 
ber can yet be found, despite this 
prodigality. ,

♦ POULTRY NOTES. ♦ 

♦ ♦ 

Now is the time to be breeeding out \ 
faults and breeding in virtues in your 
flock. Birds that are everlastingly 
wanting to sit are sure to be birds 
that have no great records as layers. 
They spend too much of their produc- 
tive period on the nest. This trait 
can be bred out. Birds with loose 
leathers or fluff require more food to 
nourish them in winter than do birds 
of the close-feathered varieties. Breed 
I with this thought in mind. What is 
your market? One market likes a 
large white egg. another market 
will have only a big brown egg and 
will pay more for that than ,for the 
whitest egg to be found. That is a 
point to be considered. Even the 
best hens can, by careful selection 
and mating, be made to lay larger 
eggs— as large as duck eggs. This 
was illustrated in the Australian con- 
test. 

The old adage, found nowadays 
hanging up in so many offices and 
shops, "Plan your work; then work 
your plan," is a good motto for the 
farm as for factory. Nothing is well 
done without organization, unity of 
purpose and consecutive effort. 

Cockerels should be caponized 
when about eight weeks old. He is 
not fully developed until he is eight 
or nine months old. A mature bird 
that has been caponized will weigh 
from eight to twelve pounds — Some- 
times even more. The price obtained 
for capons is about twice the price 
received for cockerels. 

Whatever breed is selected the first 
thing to note is the variety of the in- 
[ dividual birds that are to make up 
your pens. Failure to select breeding 
j stock of superior physical vigor has 
l been the ruin of many a beginner. 
I Fowls having a full amount of vitality 
are better able to resist disease and 
! the various bacteria and organisms 
j which destroy so many young birds 
j or which penetrate the ovary of the 
! hen and produce white diarrhoea in 
i the newly hatched chick. 

Exercise and the hard grains for 
feed are all right for some purposes, 
but not when preparing a bird for the 
table. Exercise and hard grain bring 
dry, sinewy flesh, while what we are 
looking for is soft, plump, juicy flesh. 
While fattening for the table all birds 
snould ue taken off the range and 
kept in limited areas. For grain, give 
ground oats — no corn.

f-REATMENT FOR CUTWORM 

IN T03ACCO BEDS. 



Complaints are reaching the Station 
;f injuries by cutworms and flea beet- 
les in tobacco beds. These pests can 
)e controlled very largely by care, 
first, in preparing the beds, secondly, 
in keeping them covered and destroy- 
ing weeds and grass about them, and 
anally, when worst comes to worst, by 
spraying th o young plants with arse- 
nate of lead cr Paris green. 

The cutworms are the young of sev- 
ral species of night flying moths, and 
have spent the winter in grasses, or 
weeds, about the beds. The burning 
of the beds destroys those within the 
area burned over, but others lurk 
among any vegetation that may be 
left immediately about the frames. A 
bare strip of five feet or more should 
therefore be left outside the beds, and 
if muslin covers must be removed 
this strip and wooden frames can be 
treated with creosote, the odor of 
which will afford some protection 
from worms disposed to travel across 
the bare area. 

If gnawing insects have been allow- 
ed to get in the beds, the only thing 
to do is spray with arsenate of lead, 
three or four pounds in fifty gallons of 
water, or else use Paris green, one 
fourth pound in thirty gallons of wa- 
ter, with about a pound of slacked 
lime added to prevent burning. The 
arsenate of lead in the proportion rec- 
ommended does no harm at all to the 
plants and requires no lime. 

The above treatment is to be recom- 
mended also for the small brown flea 
beetles which sometimes infest the 
beds and gnaw numerous round holes 
in the leaves. 

The arsenate of lead adheres to the 
leaves for some time, and should 
serve to protect them from these in-

Exhaustive inquiry has established 
he fact that lightning ranks next to 
railroads as a source of forest fires. 
Forest officers say that the increas- 
ing care with fire on the part of the 
railroads and the public generally 
tends to make lightning the largest 
single contributing cause. 

This statement represents a change 
of view from that held less than a de- 
cade ago in this country, when for- 
est journals gravely argued whether 
lightning caused forest fires, thougt it 
was known that trees were the ob- 
jects most often struck. Trees are 
said to be oftenest struck simply be- 
cause they are so numerous, and ex- 
tending upward they shorten the dis- 
tance between the ground and the 
clouds; further, their branches in the 
air and roots well into the earth in- 
vite electrical discharges. 

While certain trees are said to in- 
vite lightning, and others to be im- 
mune from stroke, it seems to be a 
fact that any kind of tree will be 
struck, and the most numerous tree 
species in any locality is the one most 
likelv to sucer. 

Other things being equal, lightning 
seeks the tallest tree, or an isolated 
tree, or one on high ground. A deep- 
rooted tree is a better conductor than 
a shallow-rooted one, and a tree full 
of sap, or wet with rain, is of course 
a better conductor than a dry one. 

lightning sets fire by igniting the 
tree itself, particularly when it is 
dead, or partly decayed and punky. or 
be igniting the dry humus or duff at 
its base. The forest soil, when dried 
out, ignites readily, because it is 
made of partly decayed twigs and 
leaves, and it can hold a smouldering 
fire for a considerable period. It is 
probable that most of the lightning- 
set fires start in the duff. 

In the mountains of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, Arizona and New Mexico 
there are likely to be each year a 
number of electrical disturbances 
known as "dry thunder storms." They 
come at the end of the long dry sea- 
son, and being unaccompanied by 
rain are very likely to start many 
serious fires. For this reason the for- 
est service has to keep up its maxi- 
mum fire fighting strength in those 
regions until the rains are fully es- 
tablished. In the plans and organi- 
zation for fire fighting the service 
aims particplarly to catch these un- 
preventable lightning-set fires at the 
time they start.

Unscrupulous 
shippers, it is learned, have been 
sending diseased potatoes to New 
York, Boston and other points, where 
certificates of inspection have been 
fraudulently attached to the bags. 
While in general the Maine authori- 
ties have endeavored to see that none 
but sound potatoes left the State, cer- 
tain inspectors have been negligent 
and have certified diseased stock. 
The Department has, therefore, advis- 
ed buyers to disregard all certificates 
issued hitherto.

The Government's decree in the 
anti-trust case against the Elgin 
(Illinois) Board of Trade was entered 
before Federal Judge Landis. In ac- 
cepting the decree Judge Landis de- 
clared that the action in which the 
memebrs of the Board of Trade direc- 
torate acquiesced marked the end of 
the "coloration of butter prices." 

The case was dismissed against the 
members of the American Association 
of creamery butter manufacturers, 
originally joined as defendants with 
the Elgin Board. 

By the terms of the decree the El- 
gin Board of Trade and its members 
are permanently enjoined fro mfur- 

We are sole I ther en s a s in s m tne combination or 
' 1 conspiracy charged in the bill. Some 
of the principal requirementsof the de- 
cree are that the Elgin Board shall 
not appoint any person, persons or 
committee to fix or suggest price of 
butter. That it shall cease to main- 
tain a Quotation Committee or other 
agency wheih shall fix the price of 
butter. That it shall refrain from 
quoting or publishing any figures pur- 
porting to be the market price unless 
they are actually obtained on the 
board by bona fide sales. 

Other methods of determining the 
prices at which butter should be sold 
are barred by the decree. 

The entering of the decree does not 
prevent the Government from reopen- 
ing the case should the provisions of 
the court's rule be not obeyed.

Lee's Legion and appointed Corporal 
April 7, 1778, and promoted to Ser- 
geant Major January 1, 1779. The 
same records also state he was Order- 
ly Sergeant. His name also appears 
on a roll bearing date of August 25, 
1783, at Council Chamber Continental 
Congress as door-keeper and sergeant- 
at-arms. At that date Continental 
Congress appears to have adjourned 
from Philadelphia on account of riots 
and reconvened at Trenton, N. J. 
Sergeant John Champe had been a 
scout for Washington's Army and had 
made a brilliant record: but perhaps 
his greatest daring exploit was his 
effort to capture the arch-traitor, Ben- 
edict Arnold, who, like Judas, sold his

The British magnified the 
importance of Arnold's treachery, 
claiming it was the disintegration of 
Washington's Army, that otheft would 
follow Arnold's example, who were en- 
joying Washington's confidence, and 
stated that Gen. Gates was planning 
desertion also. Gen. Washington re- 
ceived this information with consid- 
erable allowance and was endeavor- 
ing to counteract it by the capture of 
the treacherous Arnold, he immediate- 
ly sent for Col. Lee (Light Horse Har- 
ry), and stated to him his desire for 
the capture of Benedict Arnold, and 
asked Col. Lee to make a detail of 
one of his most reliable commissioned 
officers to report to his headquarters 
at once for instructions. Col. Lee 
stated his command doubtless con- 
tained a commissioned officer capable 
of such a mission, but if the General 
would allow him he would be pleased 
to suggest the name of a Sergeant of 
dragoons of muscular build, quick ac-

[ ed would fill every requirement of 'the 
I commander. General Washington 
j asked the sergeant's name, his weight 
1 and age, the county and State he was 
from, with record of service. 

Col. Lee replied his name was Ser- 
geant John Champe, 23 years old, and 
a native of Loudoun county, Va., and 
enlisted 1776, and— "There, that will 
do, Maj. Lee," interrupted Washing- 
ton. "I know Sergeant Champe; he is 
just the person wanted, I am surpris- 
ed that I did not think of him myself, 
order him to report to me at once." 
Sergeant Champe responded to orders 
when General Washington, Col. Lee 
and Sergeant Champe were seated to- 
gether in the General Headquarters. 

General Washington unfolded his 
scheme to capture Benedict Arnold, 
as follow) 

Sergeant Champe feign desertion 
from the American army and make 
his way to the British Headquarters 
in New York City and enlist in Ar- 
nold's command, and at the first op- 
portunity capture Benedict Arnold 
and bring him to General Washing- 
tons Headquarters alive. The details 
of which were to be left to the judg- 
ment of the Sergeant. 

Sergeant Champe sat with bowed 
head in silence meditation of the 
mighty responsibility so suddenly 
thrust upon him, but arose and salut- 
ed the commander with the remark, 
General 1 would have preferred that 
you would had selected someone 
else for the hazardous mission, but I 
shall endeavor to obey your orders. 
Maj. Lee gave Sergeant Champe 
three English guineas and bade him 
good night, the Sergeant mounted his 
horse and departed in a drizzling rain 
started in the direction of New York. 
The American^pickets were soon en- 
countered. The Sergeant put spurs 



to his horse and dashed through 
bushes to the river's brink abandoned 
his stud and spring into the water — 
and was soon picked up by a British 
gallery that was patroling the river. 
The Sergeant was put under arrest 
in the hold of a vessel until morning 
when he was conducted to the Adju- 
tant General's office, when he was 
questioned at great length, a report of 
the case was made and a guard called 
and conducted the prisonre to the 
Headquarters of Sir Henry Clinton, 
when the American deserter was 
questioned carefully, particularly re- 
garding the reported defection in 
Washington's army. Sir Henry Clin- 
ton made a report of the questions 
and answers of the American desert- 
ter and referred the case to Benedict 
Arnold when almost a repetition was 
gone through, Sergeant Champe ad- 
hering with great exactness to his 
story of desertion. Arnold informed 
Sergeant Champe he was recruiting a 
Arnold Legion and invited the Ser- 
geant to enlist giving him the rank of 
Sergeant, but Champe deserted be- 
cause he was tired of a soldier's life 
particularly, because he had been 
poorly paid and poorly fed, and he 
would prefer not to enlist if he could 
get other employment. Gen. Arnold 
assured the Sergeant that in case he 
did not enlist his sincerity would be 
questioned and that he would be lia- 
ble to be arrested and put in prison 
and at hard labor for life. Sergeant 
Champe stated he might possibly con- 
sent to enlist if his services would be 
confined to duty at Headquarters or 
in New York. Arnold assured the 
Sergeant he could arrange that and 
that he would be pleased t ohave him 
at Headquarters. Sergeant Champe 
reluctantly consented to enlist and 
donned the British red coat and began 
to make arrangements to carry out his 
orders from General Washington. At 
that time there were many persons in 
New York who were intensely loyal 
to the American cause, and were fully 
aware of Arnold's treachery, and qui- 
etly denounced it in unmeasured 
t terms. General Washington had giv- 
en Sergeant Champe the names of 
some of those who he could confide in 
I for co-operation ; he soon found their 
[acquaintance and secured the services 
[of two stalwart patriots who counted 
lit a pleasure to risk their lives in the 
'cause of the liberty loving colonists, 
^and placed themselves ready to co- 
operate, in any effort to capture the 
arch traitor Arnold. It was Arnold's 
custom, going from his headquarters 
to his residence after night to pass 
through his garden, and the night 
agreed upon, Champe and two confed- 
erates were to be secreated there and 
seize Arnold, gag and tie him and 
carry him to the river where a boat 
was in waiting to convey them to the 
Jersey shore at Hoboken where a de- 
tachment of Light Horse Harry's 
Dragoons were to be in waiting. Ser- 
geant Champe having previously writ- 
ten Col. Lee to meet him at a certain 
night at 2 a. m.

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The evening the kidnapping was to 
occur Sir Edward Clinton ordered a 
forward movement of the army and 
changed Arnold's headquarters and 
placed him in charge of the embark- 
ing of troops to sail South, Arnold's 
Legion in which Sergeant Champe 
had enlisted, was ordered to be placed 
on board a vessel and the next morn- 
ing sailed for Norfolk, Va., where they 
arrived early in January, 1781. Ar- 
nold's Legion was ordered to report to 
Lord Conwallis, near Pittsburg, Va. 
Benedict Arnold was ordered to return 
to New York and assigned to another 
command, while Arnold's Legion, in- 
cluding Capt. Cameron's company, in 
which Sergeant Champe was tempo- 
rarily enlisted, was ordered to North 
Carolina. 

The supreme object of Sergeant 
Champe's mission having failed, for 
want of opportunity, he lost no time 
in extricating himself from a situation 
in which he had been placed by the 
fickle fortunes of war, and while his 
company was on the march to North 
Carolina he again deserted and re- 
joined Gen. Green's command of the 
Continental Army, then confronting 
Lord Cornwallis near the Carolina 
border. Gen. Green had previously 
been informed of the mission of Ser- 
geant Champe and of course gave him 
hearty welcome and at the same time 
obtained some valuable information 
concerning the strength and maneu- 
vers of the British Army of which the 
Sergeant had been a special student. 
General Green presented the Ser- 
geant with a fine horse and escort 
and ordered him to report to General 
Washington. The Sergeant's escapade 
had become now well known in both 
the American and English armies. 
The English declared that if he was 
ever captured he should be jibited in 
the most cruel manner, and in view of 
these circumstances Washington gave 
him an honorable discharge. 

Sergeant's Champe's investigation 
while in Arnold's Legion completely 
exhonorated Gen. Gates from alleged 
implication of Benedict Aronld's 
treachery. 

After the war Benedict Arnold went 
to England and received about $31,- 
500 in cash for his treachery and was 
besides the recipient of public disgust 
and ostracism, amounting admost to 
nothing. Money could not buy hap- 
piness. He died in 1796 in London 
unhonored and his name unsung. 

His extra hazardous service for the 
American cause had endeared him to 
some special recognition, and at the 
recommendation of Gen. Washington. 
Sergeant Champe was given the posi- 
tion of doorkeeper or Sdrgeant-at- 
Arms of the Continental Congress 
then in session at Trenton, New Jer- 
sey, but this position was not con- 
genial to Sergeant Champe. whose 
strenuous nature demanded a more 
outdoor life, and on the adjournment 
of Congress he returned to Loudoun 
County and married the lady of his 
choice and began farming near Do- 
ver, about three miles north of Mid- 
dleburg, Va., but being of restless na- 
ture moved to near Leesburg, and 
finally removed with his family to 
Kentucky, where he is said to have 
died in 1797. Like Daniel Boone he 
blazed the way of cizilization through 
the wilderness for civilization to fol- 
low. The 4th of March, 1797, John 
Adams was inaugurated President of 
the United States, his administration 
was handicapped from the beginning 
by foreign complications, the country 
had only partially recovered from the 
tremendous sacrifices made to secure 
our independence from the mother 
country. 

France was smarting under the dis- 
appointment of not being able to 
draw the United States into the war 
between France and England, and had 
given the American Embassador. Mr. 
Pinckney, his passport from Paris and 
would not renew negotiations until 
the American Government should pa> 
France a quarter of a million dollars 
as a kind of a bonus to secure peace. 
Mr. Pinckney grew eloquent with in- 
dignation and disclosed that the Unit- 
ed States had "millions for defense, 
but not one cent for tribute." 

American commerce was now as- 
sailed upon the high seas, practical- 
ly a declaration of war and so accept- 
ed. 

Gen. Wshington was again placed 
in command of the army. Col. Harry 
Lee was put in command of the cav- 
alry. General Washington wrote Col. 
Lee to have Sergeant Champe again 
called into service and to be placed at 
the head of a cavalry command. A 
courier was despatched to Loudon 
county, who soon returned with the 
information there obtained that Ser- 
geant Champe had emigrated to Ken- 
tucky and died there in 1797. An 
American Navy of 6 frigates and pri- 
vateers, under command of Commo- 
dore Truxton, was ordered to sea. 
The American flag ship Constellation 
attacked the French ship Insurgent on 
the high seas, and a naval battle en- 
sued that perhaps has never been 
equaled for heroic fighting and victo- 
rious results. The American vessel 
carried 310 men with 38 guns, and had 
26 killed and 160 wounded, while the 
French vessel carried 400 men and 45 
guns and lost 40 killed and 110 wound- 
ed. 

At 2 o'clock a. m. the French ves- 
sel began to retreat and two days la- 
ter was abandoned in a sinking condi- 
tion, only saving her crew while the 
vessel and all her guns were lost. 
The American vessel, though victori- 
ous," was unable to pursue her antag- 
tnist on account of having all her 
masts and sails shot away and left 
drifting almost hopeless on the ocean, 
all vessels in those days were driven 
by sail, steam had not yet been ap- 
plied. 

The historian. Brayman, gives a 
vivid description of that midnight 
battle. He says side by side these 
two ships sat upon the mighty deep 
flinging out their crashing hail and 
rolling out with teriffic violence upon 
the heaving ocean. Minute and hours 
rolled on, the night grew deeper and 



blacker and the wind howled 
shrieked along the heavens, but an i 
heeded not the elements. Th^ 
night's battle was terrific and nblio 
and henceforth the American na. 
was irresistible on the seas. Thh 
battle was fought February 9, IMf, 
night during a severe storm and ha 
demonstrated to the world the sup- 
riority of the American Navy for ag- 
gressive fighting and also resulted i t 
banishing French pirates from th« 
high seas. The French never at 
tempted to onr shores with an arm* 
and of course the war was not carr 
ed beyond these engagements at sea 
General Washington soon resigne.} 
and General Hamilton was his succe- 
sor. Meanwhile Napoleon Bonaparte 
the First came to be a 
France and immediately 
with the United States, 
in the Louisiana 

Captain Cameron, in 
pany Sergeant Champe had temp 
rarily enlisted in Arnold s Legion, ha i 
located in Virginia after the Revoh 
tionary war and while traveling 
through Londoun County put up fo~ 
the night at c farm house. The lan I 
proved to be Sergeant Champe- 
The two men recognized each othe- 
with some misgivings, but greatly en 
joyed meeting again. Cameron wa> 
hospitably entertained and remains I 
several days with farmer Champe. 

The cabin home of Sergeant Champa 
referred to in the beginning of th la 
paper near the Catoctin Church, on 
Water ford road, was most likelv 
the home of John Champe's father. a< 
Sergeant Champe located near Dove * 
after the Revolutionary war. By th- 
record of the War Department he i^ 
shown to have enlisted in 1776. I 
his 19th year, before he had probabl 
secured a home. The Society of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion of Virginia should endeavor to 
locate the cottage of Sergeant Champa 
and have a suitable monument erect 
ed therein, the exoense of whic.i 
would be borne by the Government. 

Our authority tells us that Sergeant 
Champe went to Giles County, Wes- 
Virginia, and died there about ISM. 
This. I believe, is a mistake, as the 
War Department has information that 
he located in Kentucky. There is 
quite a large family of Champes liv- 
ing in Kentucky, some of them prom 
inent as jurists. 

One of our American poets has 
written a beautiful ballad of the Rev 
olution, containing 28 verses. Three 
are here given: 

Come sheath your sword my 
gallant boys, 
And listen to my story. 

How Sergeant Champe one 
gloomy night 
Set off to catch a tory. 

Lee found a Sergeant in his 
camp 

Made up of bone and muscle. 
Who never knew fear, and 
many a year 
With tories had a tussle. 



To Southern climes the ship- 
ping blew. 
And anchored in Virginia, 

Where Champe escaped and 
joined his friends 
the Picaninni.
